The completion of par ticular prophecies, your Lordſhip knows, 
ſupplies the ſtrongeſt evidence for the truth of the Goſpel. This evi- 
| dence will, I flatter myſelf, appear with the utmoſt perſpicuity from 


my Eſſay on Cox's Muſæum. Both St. John, and Daniel (two mighty 
prophets) have defcribed its beauties, and illuſtrated ite ſurpriſing mag- 
niſficence in that ſublime, allegorical myſterious ſtyle, which fills us at 
once with admiration and reverence. For my part, I candidly own 


myſelf deeply affected by that happy obſcurityꝶ which fingularly per- 
vades the facred writings. If they were diſtinguiſhed by clearneſs and 


preciſion, there would be no field left for that noble exerciſe of our 
intellectual faculties, in explaining my ſteries, reconciling contradictions, :

The progreſs of grace, by your Lordſhip's management, ſeems as 


fimple as the Pilgrim's Progreſs. With fingular dexterity, you divide, 
ſubdivide, refine, define, and analyze it into its component parts, under 


every various denomination, of impelling, repelling, efficient and co- 


operative grace. Your Lordſhip's ineſtimable comprehenfive doctrine, 
on this knotty point, reſembles hat curious piece of mechaniſm 
which ſeparately and conjointly entertains us with a view of the woolen 


manufacture in all 2486 different ſtages, from the ſheering of the ſheep 


to the preſſing of the cloth. 


Your Lordſhip's celebrated allian ce, between church | and ſtate, does 


equal honour to your abilities as a politician and a divine. The envious 
and malignant attempts of your enemies to break this falutary alliance 
are too well known to the public. The true intereſts of church and 


Le Savant Eveque, as Voltaire calls him, judiciouſly remarks, that this famous prophecy cannot be applied 
without the greateit abſurdity and inconſiſtency, /olely to the deſtruction of Jeruſalem. The diſciples had 
queſtioned their maſter in the moſt explicit terms,“ Tell us when ſhall theſe things be? and what ſhall be the 


ſign of thy coming, and of the end of the world?” His anſwer is clear and preciſe, and nothing, ſeemingly, 


can be urged againſt the veracity of the prophecy, but the nen-completion of the prediction. It is ſomewhat 
remarkable that St. John, who (as the Biſhop ſays) wrote h7s Goſpel after the deſtruction of Jeruſalem, takes 
no notice of this prophecy of his maſter"'s.—Sceptics may impute the Apoſtle's prudential ſilence to a ſiniſter 
| rb-——n aſſigns the true cauſe. The Biſhop's ingenuity and modeſt aſſurance were 
never more conſpicuouſly diſplayed than in his elaborate diſſertation and interpretation of this prediftion.— 
After exploding the double doctrine from the New Covenant of Grace, —he makes an illuſtrious exception in 


favour of this prophecy, and again introduces his ſuperanuated primary and ſecondary ſenſes. © In ſhort, the 
good Biſhop cannot proceed a ſingle ſtep without them, and puts one in mind of Mr. Locke's young gentle- 


man, who by a ſtrange aſſociation of ideas, could not dance without the aſſiſtance of an old trunk placed 


in a corner of his room. However, let us hear Le Savant Eweque ſpeak for himſelf. 4 But as this 


{pecies of double prophecy, when confined to the events of one ſingle diſpenſation, take off the moſt age 5 
objection to primary and ſecondary ſenſes in general, it may not be improper to give another inſtance of

_cifive ſentiments, The world, ever jealous of ſuperior talents, joined:

NAL.“ Elegance, purity, and eloquence, your Lordſhip has often 


found in compoſitions merely human, infidiouſly deſigned perhaps to 
miſlead and deceive mankind. Now, 2hofe claſſical qualities, would 
have debaſed the ſacred writings, and are abſolutely incompatible with 
your Lordſhip's divine characteriſtics of an inſpired lan guage—rudeneſs and. 
barbarouſneſs. Cicero obſerves, * my Lord, that there is a certain 
philoſophical. affinity of the ſciences, by which they mutually aſſiſt 
each other. — This fine remark is exemplified i in your Lordfhip; for 
even with your univerſal Genius, you would never have ſhone with 
ſuch ſuperior luſtre in Divinity, if you had not firſt taken your Degrees 
in Law, as an Attorney. To your Lordſhip's original profeflion, we- 


are indebted for tha ſbrewd argument equally juſt and new ;—for your
